At least 40.000 more nurses are needed. 


Until they are recruited and trained, even 
hospital care in many instances is not going 
to be what it ought to be. Home care will be 
available only for a" few. But how are girls to 
be induced to train for a profession which, on 
the average, pays only £40 for a 48-hour week? 


Many doctors and hospital administrators 


have complained—and to good point 
that 


nursing standards have been set too high- A 
college course embracing microbiology, chern— 
lsrr>% surgery, materia medlca, gynecology, 
orthopedics and the like is necessary for the 
specialists of the profession. But it hardly 
seems necessary for ordinary bedside care.

WITH the rapid development of 


science during the past few years, we' 
have discovered that 'within the blood 
there are S&bsiazmes known as immune 
bodies which help the body to throw off 
fections. 


Most of these substances are in the 


protein part of the blood known as the 
gamma globulin fraction. 
Tb-js, gamma 


globulin may prevent or make measles 
milder and may do the same for scarlet 
fever, German measles, whooping cough. 
ciiickenpox and a liver condition known 
as hepatitis- 


Gamma globulin is given by injection f 


Into a muscle- It causes only slight local ^ 
reactions. It may be erven safely to per- 
sons who are allergic or oversensitive- . It 5 
as not; advised that it oe given oy injec- 
tion into a vein. 


In measles, in about three-fourths of 


the cases, the injection, of £amma glo- ' 
bulin will produce complete protection - 
against the disease for three or lour 
weeks. .The injection seems to urevent, - 
the disease in about a third of the esses 
and makes it much milder in the re- -. 
mainder. It is advised that the substance 
be given within six days after exposure 
to the disorder.

All children under three years of ase. -. 


and those in poor health snou'd be pro- 
tected against measles, if possible. For 
others, it may be advisable to give a lesser 
dose of the gamma globulin. 'This does 
not prevent the d.sease. but the attack is 
made milder. In this way, the child se- "j 
cures permanent, immunity to the dis- I 
order thereafter. 


Epidemics of a liver condition, infec- 


tious hepatitis, may occur. It has been 
found that with the gamma globulin. 90 
percent of those receiving' t'n* gamma 
globulin are protected against this con- 
dition. The gamma globulin appears to 
have no effect against this disorder after 
it occurs.- 


The gamma globulin does not seem to 


have any effect in mumps, but will pre- 
vent chickenpox. It may be used in chil- 
dren's hospitals, to prevent contagious 
diseases where cross-infection with chick- 
enpox might be frequent. 


It has been found, too.^that gamma 


globulin administered 
to ~ babies 
with 


whooping cough may shorten the course 
of the disease, reduce the severity, and 
Jwsen the number cf complications. '
